dations by a vote of 2 to 1. Stephen 
M. Wagner and Arthur A. Blu- 
meyer voted for the plan. Chair- 
man John C. Tobin opposed it. It 
will be reported to the full board 
next Sty ora There is a 
possibility that action may be de- 
ferred, but the plan’s supporters 
prophesy its ultimate adoption. 

The plan was presented by Supt. 
Maddox as making for greater ef- 
ficiency in the department, and a 
reduction in superfluous supervi- 
sion. The number of assistants to 
the superintendent was established 
at six when the city schools were 
divided into six geographical dis- 
tricts and it was necessary for an 
assistant superintendent to be 
placed in charge of each. Two 
years ago a reclassification of 
schools according to their work 
was made. The superintendent now 
feels that three assistants can 
exercise supervision where six were 
necessary before. 


Another View. 


Some members of the Board 
minority place a different com- 
plexion upon the plan. They have 
asserted that the superintendent 
defers in his decisions to a ma- 
jority of the hoard, thus abrogat- 
ing to a degree the duties and 
powers of his office. Simultan- 
eously, he has sacrificed the opin- 
ion of his assistant superintendents 
in matters affecting policy to the 
extent that he does not have con- 
ferences with them as his prede- 
cessors did and in line with the 
custom in other cities. 

Hence, they assert, a reduction 
of numbers from six to three will 
strengthen the superintendent's 
hand. It has been known for some 
time that Miss Ernst would be de- 
moted oor discharged, She has 
been out of sympathy with many 
of the acts and policies of the su- 
perintendent. She has many sup- 
porters and admirers among wom- 
en and any action of the superin- 
tendent aimed point blank at her 
would have aroused a storm. Some 
members of the board fee] that the 
superintendent’s present proposed 
change is to accomplish primarily 
the reduction of Miss Ernst, while 
not on its face seeming to have 
that purpose. 

On the other hand, the majority 
members feel that Miss Ernst has 
caused dissension and that dissen- 
sion in any organization hurts ad- 
ministration. They feel further 
that Miss Ernst has the backing of 
the League of Women voters for 
ultimate elevation to the superin- 
tendency, to be accomplished by 
the election of q larger percentage 
of women to the board. 


Mrs. Bush Opposes Plan. 

Mrs. B. F. Bush, a member of 
the board, said after yesterday’s 
meeting that she “never would 
consent” to the superintendent’s 
plan for reduction of the assistants 
named and would have something 
emphatic to say when the proposal 
was brought before the board. 

It was evident that members of 
the board generally recognized the 
Superintermdent’s proposal as the 
most radical in many years. 
Though only a committee meeting, 
yesterday's session was attended by 
nine of the 12 members: Presi- 
dent Fahrenkrog, Mrs. Bush, Emil 
J. Barth, Ben Weidle, Lopis A. 
Schollmeyer, Henry Meier and the 
three committee members. Mrs. 
Elias Michael, a member of the 
board, who publicly’ criticised 
the Superintendent, is in Eurape. 

A resolution of the board passed 
a year ago cleared the way for the 
Superintendent’s proposal. By it, 
the employment of assistant super- 
intendents was made for an in- 
definite period instead of a term of 
two years as formerly. The Super- 
intendent since has had power, 
subject to approval by the Board,

East St. Louis Drz Solicited Praise 
for “nglish. 

Activity of some representatives 
of the Antisaloon League in 
Washington, and of N. R. Johnson, 
district superintendent of the 
league in East St. Louis, in behalf 
of Federal Judge English, was a 
feature of the recent unsuccessful 
attempt, on the Judge’s behalf, to 
prevent a vote of impeachment by 
the House of Representatives. 

When the investigation into 
Judge English’s conduct was begun 
more than a year ago, Wayne B. 
Wheeler, general counsel of the 
league, said that an attempt had 
been made to enlist the Antisaloon 
League in preventing a congres- 
sional inquiry, but that he had re- 
fused to have anything to do with 
it. 

“The Antisalon League will not 
let itself be used as a catspaw in 
this matter,” Wheeler said at that 
time. “We will not permit our- 
gelves to be used in shielding a 
Judge who is guilty of misconduct, 
no matter how dry he may hawe 
been. Judge English should wel- 
come a thorough investigation.” 

Johnson, the East St. Louis rep- 
resentative of the league, has ad- 
mitted that he personally solicited 
the 14 telegrams sent to Repre- 
sentative Bowling of Alabama, 
jeader of the House minority which 
opposed impeachment. As was told 
yesterday, unanimous consent for 
the printing of the telegrams in 
the Congressional Record was 
withheld. The objector was Rep- 
resentative Boies of Iowa. 

Bowling asked that he be per- 
mitted to print one of the tele- 
crams, and append the names of 
the signers of other telegrams.

but sincere appreciation of your edi- 
torial of March 17, entitled “Organized 
Charity’s Cost” in which you brought out
